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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Status of Claims 

Claims 2-3, 5-20, 22-23, 25-37, and 39-42 are pending in this patent application. 
Claims 1, 4, 21, 24 and 38 are canceled. 

Claims 2-3, 5-8, 10-13, 22-23, 25-28, 30-33, and 39 are hereby amended. 
Applicants hereby request further examination and reconsideration of the presently claimed 
application. 

35 USC § 112 Rejections 

Claims 6 and 26 stand rejected under § 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which the Applicants regard 
as the invention. Specifically, the Examiner asserts that the inclusion of the term "cystosol ester" 
in the Markush group renders the claim unclear. Claims 6 and 26 have been amended to remove 
the term "cystosol ester" from the Markush groups in claims 6 and 26. 

Claims 5 and 26 have been amended to provide proper antecedent basis. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Per the September 12, 2006 Advisory Action, Applicants note with appreciation that 
independent claims 9 and 29 are allowable, as are all claims depending there from. Applicants 
have amended various of the claims to depend from claims 9 and 29, and thus dependent claims 2- 
3, 5-8, 10-20, 22-23, 25-28, and 30-37 are likewise allowable. Claims 1 and 38 have been 
canceled. Claim 39 has been rewritten in independent form and is likewise allowable for the same 
reasons as claims 9 and 29. Claims 40-42 depend from claim 39 and thus are likewise allowable. 
Thus, Applicants respectfully submit that all pending claims are now in condition for allowance. 
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35 USC§§ 102 and 103 Rejections 

In view of the amendments discussed above, all of the pending claims now contain subject 
matter indicated as allowable in the September 12, 2006 Advisory Action, and thus the prior art 
rejections have been overcome.
